Coast Guards’ Rescue 
Woman After Husband 
Slides Down Cliff for Aid.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 1.—Mrs. 
Jack Batley of Washington, D.C., 
was rescued by coast guards today 
from a shallow niche in a cliff over 
Muasel Rock, near here, where she 
had been trapped three days by 
high seas. Her husband, also 
trapped, climbed down the rocks 
and summoned aid. For two days 
and three nights they had been 
without food or water beyond the 
small amount caught in hollows of 
the rock during showers, 

The Balleys told the coast guards 
they started for a walk along the 
beach late Wednesday when the 
tide was low. When they reached 
a point near Muasel Rock, a huge 
wave washed them from their feet. 
The couple were lodged in the 
cliffs by the wash the waves and 
managed to climb to a ledge about 
twenty feet above the water. With 
a jack-knife Balley cleared enough 
to keep him and his wife from slip- 


to climb higher and unable to re- 
turn the way they came the 
Balleys remained on the little rim 
of rock until today. Seeing the 
wind had gone down and that the 
breakers were easier, Bailey 
climbed down from the ledge and 
worked his way for two miles along 
the beach to the home of Charles 
Glock, where he obtained food and 
water. Glock telephoned Capt. 
Nelson at the coast guard station. 
Capt. Nelson led a crew to res- 
cue Mrs. Bailey and had to haul 
her nearly 200 feet up the cliff. 
As she was too weak even to crawl, 
food and hot coffee were sent down 
to her by two life guards who. 
descended the cliff, aided by ropes. 
A Tope was fastened to her and she 
was hauled up. The place was so 
dificult of access that nearly four 
hours were required for the rescue.

GREEK AFTER SEVEN YEARS 
FINDS MAN HE CHARGES 


| KILLED SISTER. 


[BY A FP. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, April 1.-—A seven 
year’s search for the man he ac- 
cuses of slaying his sister, which 
carried him into (very Greek 
colony in the United States ended 
today when Peter Houvouras, 
Chicago restauranteur, led detec- 
tives and an immigration inspec- 
tor to a soda water stand in 
Brooklyn, where they arresved 
George Mobrogean, aged 22. N 
proprietor, on a warrant issued 
June 26, 1918. 

The warrant signed by John W. 
Ambercrombise, Assistant Secre- 
tary of Labor, at Washington, 
charged violations of the immigra- 
tion laws. ‘ 

Mobrogean was held on this 
charge pending investigation of 
the murder accusation. 

The story of Houvouras was 
tinged with the romance and 
tragedy of an old world tale. He 
related that on July 21, 1915 
Mobrogean, then aged 15, annoyed 
his 17-year-old sister with atten- 
tions, later shooting’ and killing 
her as she was leaving her home 
in Sparta, Greece, to come to her 
brother in the United: States. She 
had sought this means of escape. 
he said, as the youth's courtship 
was distasteful to her parents. 

The prisoner denied today that 
he had intended to kill the giri. 
saying he had carried the weapon 
only to frighten her parents.

Attorney Admits 
Governorship Lure.

However, He Shies at Bind- 
ing Political Pledges. 
Says He Will Make Up Mind 
in Next Few Months. 


BY KYLE PALMER. 
[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH } 
SAN FRANCISCO, April 1.— 
Thomas Lee Woolwine admitted 


here today that he may tender his 
resignation as District Attorney of 
Los Angeles county. Asked 
whether he would seek the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Governor or 
retire from office to enter public 
practice, Mr. Woolwine replied: 

“It would be a marvelous ex- 
perience to be Governor of Call- 
fornia if one could go there free 
from the chains of political 
chicanery and disgusting combi- 
nations which are sometimes de- 
manded of a candidate for office.” 

He said, however, that he is not 
seriously contemplating a race for 
the Governorship, having in mind 
the possibility of retiring within 
the next few months to take up 
the private practice of the law. He 
emphatically denied that he came 
to San Francisco in the interests of 
a candidacy for Governor. 


NORTH ON BUSINESS. 


“I find myself in a_i very 
anomalous and peculiar position,” 
he said, commenting on reports 
from Los Angeles that his resig- 
‘nation as District Attorney is be- 
lieved imminent. “I carhe north 
on an important official matter 
that I could not delegate, and 
strange as it may seem, I have not 
sought the advice nor consulted a 
human being in relation to the 
Governorship since I left Los An- 
geles, nor have I ever at any time 
sought the support of anyone 
looking to my possible candidacy 
for the office at the coming elec- 
tion. 

“Many of the leaders of the 
Democratic party in this State, and 
| Republicans as well, have shown a 
decided interest in having me seek 
the nomination of my party for 
Gorernor. 

“Yet there certainly has not ap- 
peared upon the political horizon 
any considerable cloud of popular 
demand that I come forth and 
save the State from wha®ever is 


— 


the matter with it or ails it at the 


present time. 

“If I should run,” he continued, 
“my race would be a lonely affair 
because I have never been edu- 
cated in even the A B C of politics 
as such and am almost totally 
ignorant of the machinery by 
which State-wide candidacies gre 
usually conducted. County cam- 
paigns are loca) affairs and non- 
partisan in character and certainly 
so far as I am concerned have 
never resulted in political cymbi- 
nations or maneuvering. 


SHY OF PLEDGES. 

“A State campaign might be an 
entirely different: matter. A State 
campaign would tend to involve 
in secret political pledges or 
‘hampering combinations. I would 
have nothing to do with it. Gn 
the other hand, if I thought the 
people really wanted me for Gov- 
ernor and I could go into the 
office the same free man that I 
(have been down through the years 
‘in the District Attorney's office, I 
would become a candidate. 

“However, I want to reiterate 
that at present I have no serious 
intentiop of running for Govergor 
or for y other office. 

“As matter of fact, I have 
been considecing the possibility of 
resigning to enter the private prac- 
tice of law. I expect to come t« 
a definite decision within the 
course of the next few months. 
Only a sense of my duty to the 
public during the pendancy of im- 


portant matters in my office has 


caused me to hesitate.” 
Mr. Woolwine left here tonight 
for Los Angeles.

ARBOR DAY 
PROCLAIMED 
BY HARDING 


President Calls Attention 
to Fiftieth Birthday of 
Valued Custom. 


(SY A. r NIGHT WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, April 1.—Presi- 
dent Harding today proclaimed 
April 22 as a golden anniversary of 


Arbor Day. 

The prociamation declared that 
protection and perpetuation of 
American forests was vital to con- 
tinued industrial welfare and na- 
tional strength, and pointed out 
observance of the day especially 
set apart and consecrated for tree 
planting. and known as Arbor Day, 


Nebraska in April, 1872. 

After reciting that through 
widespread annual celebration of 
Arbor Day. and through the in- 
creasing observance of forest pro- 
tection week, public attention has 
been commendably directed to the 
value of trees, the proclamation 
urged Governors of the various 
States to designate and set apart 


the week of April 16 to 22 as 
“Forest Protection Week,” and

Arbor Day.

GAN FRANCISCO, April 1.—An 
alleged demand made upon several 
hundred Japanese residents of 
Orosi, Tulare county, and Delano, 
Kern county, by automobile par- 
ties of white men that they vacate 
their farms and other interests by 
today, is being investigated by 8. 
Yada, Japanese Consul-Genera! 
here, it was announced today by 
Yada. The Bureau of Investiga- 
tion of the Department of Justice 
also has been advised of the de- 
mand, Yada said. 

Yada announced he had notified 
the Japanese language newspapers 
here to advise their readers not 
to be alarmed at the situation. He 
also said he would be compelled 
to appeal to Gov. Stephens ip the 
event of violence. 

The notice was served on the 
Japanese March 15, according to 
Yada. The matter was taken up 
with the Department of Justice 
and the Japanese Association of 
America as soon as it came to his 
attention, he said. 

Yada said that he had informed 
both his government in Tokio and 
Ambassador Shidehara, who is 
now here.

| tion of graduating three successive 
years to teach different languages. 
In 1901 he was graduated as a high 
| school teacher of English, in 1902, 
in French and the following year in 
| Spanish. 


| HONORED BY GOVERNMENT. 


Dr. Galvez has had many honors 

from his own government as well 
as from those abroad and was 
commissioned to study modern 
philology in Europe in behalf of 
the Chilean government. He en- 
tered the University of Marburg 
and the University of Berlin. Lat- 
er he attended the University of 
Edinburgh. Until four years ago 
he was the only Latin-American 
who had received the degree of 
doctor of philosophy at the Univer- 
sity of Berlin, taking English 
Philology and English as his prin- 
cipal subjects. 

During twelve years of his unique 
career Dr. Galvez has resided 
abroad, having lived and studied 
in England and Germany and visit- 
ed the United States, Scotland, 
Ireland, France, Belgium, Holland, 
Denmark, Sweden, Switzerland, 
Austria, Hungary, Italy, Spain, 
Portugal, Canary and Cape Verde 
Islands, Brazil, Uruguay, Argen- 
tina, Peru, Panama and Cuba, 
aside from having visited prac- 
tically every part of Chile. He 
speaks fluently English, Spanish, 
German and French. 

In 1908, he represented Chile at 
the congress for popular educa- 
tion held at Paris and in 1910 he 
attended the world congress of re- 
ligions and Christian progress in 
Berlin. In 1912 he presided over 
the language section of the Chilean 
congress for secondary education 
held at Santiago. 

Dr. Galvez is known as the 
Chilean university professor, who 
has lived longest in English-speak- 
ing countries, who has done more 
than anyone else for the spread- 
ing of the English language in 
Chile during the last eleven years 
and who has furthered Pan- 
— — — in a practical way. 
sending more Chilean university 
students of English to the United 
— than anyone else has ever 
one.

HOLDS PAUL 
GREAT MAN 
OF HISTORY. 


Dean MacCormack Places 
Famous Teacher Second 
Only to Jesus Christ. 


“In the very nature of things, 
knowledge must ever be superior 
to faith, and man shall learn, 
sooner or later, that intellectual 


belief can never take the place of 
spiritual conviction,” declared 
Dean MacCormack, rector of St. 
Paul's Pro-Cathedral, speaking 


at noon yesterday at the Morosco_ 
Theater. 


Speaking on “Biographies of 
Great Men.“ Dean MacCormack 
said that St. Paul stands head and 
shoulders above all the great men 
of history, with the exception of 
Jesus. 

In thinking of Paul's physical 
stature I am reminded of a story 
told of Lloyd George,” said the 
speaker. “It was in the early days 
of that remarkable man’s career 
and he had just finished a speech 
in a little country town. A mem- 
ber of the audience came to him 
and, looking him carefully over, 
remarked, ‘I am disappointed, Mr. 
George: I thought you were a big- 
ger man. ‘My dear fellow,’ in- 
stantly replied the littl Welsh- 
man, ‘in the part of the country 
from which I came a man is 
measured from the eyes up.’ 

“One of the secrets of St. Paul's 
success as a teacher was his un- 
shakable conviction in the truth of 
what he taught,” said the dean. 
“There was no interrogation point 
in his faith. He knew the plat- 
form on which he stood, ‘I know’ 
and ‘I am persuaded’ were among 
his favorite expressions. One of. 
the most sublime and comforting 
sentences ever spoken is this: ‘We 
know that if this earthly taber- 
nacle be diksolved we have a 
building, a house not made with 
hands, eternal in the heavens.’ 

In these days of blind in- 
credulity and metaphysical specu- 
lation it is rarely that we find an 
individual who can proclaim 1 
know whom I believe.’ If the 
church intends to build a lasti 
superstructure on the person o 
Jesus Christ it must bulld it upon 
the foundation of certainty.”

Collections Made at Local 
Office. 


Comparisons completed yester- 
day in the office of Collector of 
Internal Revenue Goodcell, indi- 
| cate a large reduction in the 
amount of income tax collections, 
comparing the amount for 1921, 
and the estimated collections for 
1922. The total collections for 
1921 were $41,326,644.47, and the 
estimated collections for the pres- 
ent year, $32,000,000. This shows 
a reduction of more than $9,000,- 
000 in the collections, due large- 
ly to changes in the present in- 
come tax law. 

The collections for the frst 
three months of 1921, were as fol- 
lows: January, $116,517.77: Febru- 
ary. $1,023,628: March, $11,354,- 
871.22, making a total of 312,485. 
616.99. 

The collections for the frst 
quarter of the present year, were: 
January. $34,424.36; February, 
$749,275.88; March, $9,171,208.63, 
or a grand total of $10,171.208.63. 
This shows a reduction of 12,328. 
808.36. 

The number of returns for 1921, 
part paid, 385,418: paid in full, 
85,300; total, 120,718: number of 
returns, 1922, part paid, 25,840: 
paid in full, 686,220, or a total of 
94,060. This shows a falling off 
of 26,658 returns for 1922, as com- 
pared with 1921.

This sort of thing has been going on in 
the United States for more than a genera- 
tion. The miners’ union ts now staging its 
sixth general strike; and a reference to 
past history shows that four of these 
strikes caused a sharp advance in the 
price of coal. The strikes were either 
compromised or lost; but it was the public 
that paid. And it is the public that will pay 
heavily if the present strike is of more 
than brief duration. 

Every one who has studied the situation 
knows where the fault is located; but most. 
of them are too timid or too considerate of 
their personal interests to suggest the one 
available remedy. The fault lies in per- 
mitting the unregulated organization of 
any group of workers in any industry on so 
vast a scale. The miners’ union is a gigan- 
tic trust which controls four-fifths of the 
workers in the coal mines. It is organ 
ized in restraint of that first of human 
rights, the right to work. 

Our government regulates trusts of em- 
ployers, but it permits the unrestricted or- 
ganization of trusts of workmen. The prin- 
ciple is the same, and the one is as much 
a menace to society as the other. To per- 
mit one man in this country to be able by 
his word of mouth to close all the coal 
mines in the United States is a policy 
which, if persisted in, will be fatal in the 
end to government under the Constitution. 

In the present strike, which has already 
deprived 600,000 men of employment and 
may affect millions more, we have what is 
indeed a “striking” example of the folly 
of tting unregulated labor unions to 
exist and multiply in this country. Give any 
man the power that President Lewis of the 
miners’ union now holds and you create an 
imperium in imperio that is the negation of 
liberty under the law. When men get such 
supreme authority the record of history 
shows that it is wielded for evil use much 
oftener than for the public good. 

And the public is one of the chief parties 
at interest in the present miners’ strike. 
If the operators are to be forced to con- 
tinue to pay war-time wages, they must

It is getting 
so now that the local custome offi- 
cers are compelled to make the 
closest survey of all imports to 
see whether the original packages 
contain the commodities called for 
by the manifest, or the cases con- 
ceal whisky or brandy. 

And the remunerative feature 
— the illicit trade is very attrac- 
ve, 
chased in Los Angeles since the 
adoption of the prohibition amend- 
ment with money made in boot- 
legging. The profits have placed 
numerous individuals of both sexes, 
who all their lives were skating 
on thin financial ice, on “easy 
street.”

over night with an old man who 
said to him at bed time: “I have 
killed twenty bootleggers. My 
son is in the army, but my young- 
er son-—he has killed them, too.”

They did it for no more 
than a few roubles per victim.

hour or two later. But he was not

OUR FUTURE COMMERCE. 


Oriental Trade Act to Open Doors 
of Flowery Kingdom to Amer- 
ican Business, Industry. 


{EXCLUSIVE 
WASHINGTON (D. c.) April 1. 
The China Trade Act, a legislative 
measure designed to enable this 
country to maintain and increase its 
foothold in the markets of the Re- 
public of China, has just been fa- 
vorably acted upon by the Senate 
and House conferees composed of 
Senators Cummings of Iowa. 
Brandegee of Connecticut and 
Walsh of Montana, and of the 
House, Dyer of Missouri, Volstead 
of Minnesota and Summers of 
Texas. The rpose of the meas- 
ure, which been vigorously 
championed by the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, is twofold, 
first, Federal incorporation under 
strict governmental regulation that 
will tend to prevent abuses now 
prevalent under State charter end, 
second, to provide equality of taxa- 
tion on the part of American mer- 
chants on that part of their busi- 
ness which is conducted in China 
in connection with the British, 
French, Japanese and 
Americans who are familiar with 
the situation tn the Ortent fee] that 
the passage of this legislation will 
soon be followed by a revival of 
commerce between the United 
States and China that will ap- 
proach the glories of the pertod of 
eighty years preceding our Civil 
War.

There are now about 8006 
American citizens living in various 
parts of China, of which number 
about 2500 live in Shanghal. While 
the greater majority are engaged 
in missionary, medical and profes- 
sional teaching activities, the re- 
cent growth has been in the busi- 
ness communities in Shanghai, 
Canton, Hankow, Tientsin and Pe- 
king. The American Chamber of 
Commerce of China, which is af- 
filiated with the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States at 
Washington, has its headquarters 
in Shanghai and has a membership 
of about 500 individuals and firms. 
There are several other influential 
American commercial organiza- 
tions in China, one of the most 
interesting being at " 
more than 1000 miles inland. The 
American community at Shanghai 
has ita own church and school, the 
latter soon to be housed in a new 
$600,000 building. There are also 
clubs and other American features, 
which serve as meeting places and 
tend to give thé American resi- 
dence and institutions the perma- 
nence necessary for real foreign 
trade enterprise. 

China is now purchasing 66 per 
cent of her motor cars from Ameri- 
ca, 62 per cent of her tobacco, 57 
per cent of her kerosene, 47 per 
cent of her nails, 42 per cent of 
her tinned plate, 88 per cent of 
steel plate, 66% per cent of shoes 
and boots, 49 per cent of railway 
materials, 49 per cent of coffee, 30 


per cent of electrical materials, 23 


per cent of her furniture, 13 per 
cent of dyes and paints, 47 per 
cent of her cigarettes, 12 per cent 
of her machinery and 17 per cent 
of her paper products. Roughly 
about 20 per cent of China's raw 
products exported come to Ameri- 
ca and of her imports she gets 
about 12 per cent from the United 
States. From the standpoint of 
our territorial location in respect 
to China and our present position 
in finance, industrial and shipping 
development, this country should 
be handling at least half of China's 
1,000,000,000-tael foreign trade, 
Chinese trade at the present time 
is passing through an interesting 
period of transition.

Her real 
harmonies are caught by the poet 
alone. There are times when we 
are all poets, though we may know 
nothing of the uses of a painter's 
brush.

CHETENNE (Wyo.) April 1.—- 
The Colorado River commission, 
which has been holding hearings 


in the West since April 15, will | 


wind up its sessions here tomor- 
row, when it listens to Wyoming's 
claims to the water of the river. 
The commission, headed by 
Herbert Hoover, chairman, ar- 
rived here this afternoon. After 
tomorrow's session. the Com- 
mission will adjourn to a date to 
be set later by Mr. Hoover. Mr. 
Hoover will leave Cheyenne to- 
morrow afternoon for Chicago. 
The commission left Denver 
this afternoon. At Speer, Coljo., 
the commissioners left the regular 
train and were taken on a special 
train to Cheyenne. The special 
carried a delegation from the 
Cheyenne Chamber of Commerce. 
Robert D. Carey, Governor of 
Wyoming. and Brig.-Gen. William 
A. Sage, Commandant at Fort D. 
A. Russell, greeted Mr. Hoover 
and the other commissioners at 
and accompanied the party 
to Cheyenne. Tonight tho 
Cheyenne Chamber of Commerce 
entertained the commission at a 
dinner attended by 250 persons. 
T. Blake Kennedy, Judge of the 
United States District Court, pre- 


sided. | 

With the addition of Gov. Ma- 
bey of Utah, who joined the com- 
mission at Denver, four Governors 
were in the commission's party to- 
night, Gov. Boyle of Nevada and 
Gov. Mechem of New Mexico hav- 
ing traveled with the commission 
in the West. and Gov. Carey 
joining the party this afternoon. 

At the hearings of the commis- 
sion Chairman Hoover has empha-

MAIL PILOTS 
HELD BEST. 


Criterions, Asserts Chief 
of Salt Lake Division. 


[BY a. P. NIGHT WIRE}. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 1.— 
Records made by the western divis- 
fon of the alr mail service in main- 
taining its schedule, for care of its 
planes and for lack of accidents, 
are used as criterions by other di- 
visions of the country, according to 
A. C. Nelson of Salt Lake City, the 
division ae who was a 
recent visitor mere. 

Despite adverse flying conditions 
between San Francisco and Reno. 
the planes are always on time, Nel- 
son said, while there never has 
| been a casualty in the western di- 

vision that can be traced to negli- 
gence in the care of the planes or 
negligence on the part of the pilots. 
Postal department data, he de- 
clared, showed a record of 352,800 
miles for each casualty in the west- 
ern division, against $4,084 miles 
in the other divisions. 

Out of the seven planes original- 
ly assigned to the transcontinental 
service, four of them are still in 
active operation in the western di- 
~ision, according to Nelson.

The new United States immigra- 
tion station on Pier No. 1 at Los 
Angeles Harbor its completed, Har- 
bor Engineer Vincent reported Sat- 
urday to the Board of Harbor 
Commissioners, and will be in use 
this week. The station cost the 
city $80,000, and will be leased to 
the Federal government at a rental 
representing 6 per cent of the con- 
Struction cost. 

This is declared to be the most 
perfectly designed ‘and equipped 
station in the Federal service. It 
will house 116 men and women im- 
migrants in its dormitories on the 
second floor of the building. The 
kitchens and dining-rooms are on 
the second floor.

The California Real Estate De- 
partment, through Commissioner 
Edwin T. Keiser, under date of 
March 14, 1922, has sent a letter 
to the real estate departments in 
the forty-seven other States re- 
questing their co-operation in pre- 
ven fraud and misrepresenta- 
tion in the sale of California lands 
te investors from their States by 
agents in those States. 

The request h come about as 

result of the bringing to justice 
dy the California Real Estate De- 

tment of several outside-of-Cal- 
fornia concerns that have victim 
ised eastern and northern buyers 
by selling them lands in this State 
which were not approved by the 
real estate commissioner. 

The California commissioner's 
letter says: “I am writing you 
this letter because I believe the 
State Real state Commissioners | 
gan accomplish a great deal of good | 
if they would cooperate in the en- 
forcement of the law in their re- 
spective States. A great many pro- 
moters come to California, secure 
through pur@hase, contract, or oth- 
erwise, control of a certain piece 
of real estate and then go to the 
other States and offer this prop- 
erty for sale, and often sell it to 
people on the strength that it 16 in 
California. There are at the pres- 
ent time a number of colonization 
concerns in this States, that have 
good land and are properly fin- 
anced, so that investors purchasi.g¢ 
land from them will get value re- 
ceived for their money. There are 
also many other projects being of- 
fered to absentee investors that 
have but little or no value. These 


people have offices in cities outside 
of the State and sell entirely at 
long distance, so it makes it im- 
possfble for my department to reach 
them. 

Not long ago a promoter from 
Canada came to Southern Caltfor- 
nia and bought cheap desert land

‘Cotton Market Improves; Short or Long Tam Bonds : | 
Union Associates Formed. 


Although a gradual improve- 
ment appears to be taking place in 
basic conditions in the cotton mar- 
| ket, the present unsatisfactory la- 
bor situation in the New England 
mills is acting as a temporary de- 
terrent factor. Los Angeles cot- 
ton brokers all complain of a dull 
demand. but are fairly optimistic 
as to the future. Prices advanced 
Slightly last week, May futures ris- 
ling from 17.67 cents a pound to 
17.93 cents in New York. Middling 
cotton in the Imperial Valley is 
‘bringing about 17 cents a pound 
for spot deliveries. 

It is now becoming evident that 
the mill labor situation will have 


to be settled before any kind of. 


nun recovery in the cotton industry 
can come about. Under the old 
wage scale the mill operators 
found it impossible to earn a fair 
;} margin of profit on account of the 
low prices for cotton goods. As a 
result their buying of raw cotton 


‘was necessarily constricted,. and 
the whole market suffered. The 
'chief demand for cotton now is 
coming from England, but this 


outlet is not offering any great re- 
lief on account of the low prices 
ofiered. Japan has been practical- 
ly out of the market all year on 
account of its large carry-over of 
iow-grade cotton.

Commission is 
Making War on 


The California Highway Com- 
mission, co-operating with the Su- 

rvisors and traffic officers of the 
State. is making a determined ef- 
fort to stamp out overloading. The 
commission has organized an in- 
epection department under direc- 
tion of Maj. C. L. J. Frohwitter. 
a retired Army officer, who has five 
assistants, mostly ex-service men 
deputized by the Motor Vehicle De- 
partment. 

These inspectors, equipped with 
automobiles and lcadometers for 
weighing trucks on the highways 
where found, are working through 
the State where overloading is most 
fl@grant. To date Maj, Frohwitter 
reports that 50 per cent of the 
-trucks apprehended violated either 
the gross weight or tire provisions 
of the Motor Vehicle Act. 

Much of the abuse was due to 
ignorance of drivers or owners of 
the provisions of the law, and in 
general they were giad to be put 
right and expressed a desire to ob- 
gerve the law. However, many 
cases of serious overloading with- 
out excuse came under observation 
and drivers were obliged to remove 
excessive loads before proceeding. 

This condition bears out the ex- 
perience of Connecticut, where the 
State and Federal road authorities 
carried out a recent survey 
found 331-3 per cent violations, 
mostly among trucks from three 
and one-half to five-ton capacity.

N THE night of the twenty-ninth of 
January this year, there died one 
whom Charles H. Caffim had termed 
the most original of sculptors. The 
next day there appeared notices varying in 
length from one inch to half a column, to 
the effect that Solon H. Borglum had died 
2s a result of an operation for appendicitis, 
his resistance having been lowered from the 
effects of his being gassed while overseas 
in 1918. Thus was the world acquainted 
with its loss, a loss it shall only begin to 
estimate in the years to come, and a loss 
which is the loss of the West, for Solon 
Borglum was the first great sculptor to suc- 
cessfully imbue his works in marble and 
bronze with the spirit of the frontier. 


Other sculptors, such as Remington, have 
lone western, pieces, but none of them has 
approached Borglum's power, save perhaps 
his contemporary, Fraser, in his one piece 
“The End of the Trail,“ the piece which 
really made his reputation. Then there are 
painters, such as Russel of Montana to 
name one, who have depicted in some 
measure the spirit of the West, but marble 
is ever a colder medium than is paint, and 
the sculptor has not the painter's opportu- 
nity of placing his Indians or pioneers in 
their own natural surrounding of mountain 
or prairie, yet the sculptor must create an 
gtmosphere of miles on miles of open coun- 
try with a few square inches of bronze or 
marble. When the sculptor does succeed 
in dBihe this, even in the smallest part, he 
is worthy of recognition as a master, and 
this is what Borglum has done. The West 
of the compuncher and pioneer lives for- 
ever in his work. 


Solon Borglum was born in Ogden, Utah, 
ine the year 1868, and was the son of a 
Danish woodcarver who later became a doc- 
tor, not finding his craft a profitable one 
in the West of that day. There can be lit- 
tle @oubt, however, that Borglum received 
much of his artistic inspiration from this 
source. Borglum did not himself take up 
art until he was 24 years of age. His earlier 
years were spent for the most part in the 
saddle, and among the Indians and ranch- 
ers of Fremont, Neb. 

Soming to Los Angeles in 1893, Borglum 
started to study painting with his brother 
(@utzen. It was just seven years after this 
beginning that the young sculptor exhibited 
in the Paris Exposition, winning a silver 
medal, which in itself should have been 
enough of an achievement to make his repu- 
tation. In 1895 he left the Coast and went 
to Cincinnati where he studied anatomy 
under Nowotny. It was to this early study 
that Borglum attributed the most of his 
success, indeed in his own school in New 
York, anatomy, or as he put it “sound con- 
struction,” was the basis of his system of 
teaching. Every pupil who entered his class 
on Fifty-ninth street was put to work draw- 
ing bones and muscles, and more bones and 
more muscles until he knew.“ He early took 
to heart the advice given to Rodin—to work 
from the inside out. 

While in Cincinnati, Borglum studied un- 
der Rebisso, and worked in the latter's 

10. He has told me himeelf that after 

@ once took up modeling he never touched 
a brush again, but feeling that he was on 
the right track, drove ahead. Im 1897 he 
won a scholarship which took him to Paris 
where he studied under Fremiet, who was 
one of the cleverest of the French sculp{Grs 
of the last century, and one welk calculated

to give a young sculptor the practical train- 
ing he would require. 

It is rather difficult to criticise the work 
of a man who stands alone as Borglum 
does, for the critic’s great privilege of com- 
parison is of little use. Then too, in this 
case one is deprived of the pleasure of 
tracing in duences. Still one may show how 
much he is unlike the greater number of 
his, perhaps, better-known contemporaries, 
MacMonnies for instance—MacMonnies is 
clever, he is facile, there are few more so, a 
pupil of Falguire could scarcely fail to be at 
least clever, yet he is more French than 
American. Indeed the French seem to think 
so, for few Americans, few sculptors at any 
rate, have won the awards at the hands of 
the French government that have been his 
portion. But there is very little behind that 
cleverness. Borglum on the other hand, 
while admirably sound in technique, and in 
no way deficient in execution, could scarce- 
ly be called clever. After all who ever 
though of calling Michaelangelo clever? 
This is not in disparagement of MacMon- 
nies, for no one who has ever handled clay 
can fail to admire his wonderful dexterity, 
but merely to attempt to show Borglum's 
own characteristics by showing those of his 
antithesis. 


Again, one cannot call Borglum’s works 
literary, as were the pre-Raphaelites’ in En- 
gland, though it ts true that subject, or 
story, is of all importance with him, for 
he never slurs technique for the sake of the 
literary side of his work. In the introduc- 
tion to his unpublished textbook, Borglum 
says, “The soul of a story cannot fit into a 
measured form. The form and soul de- 
velop together.” He is ever more interested 
in the soul, the core of the story he wishes 
to tell than in the external details. If. Gen. 
Gordon happened to use a saddle witlf a 
certain saddler’s trade-mark Borglum was 
not the man to insist on the accuracy of 
that trade-mark at the expense of the en-. 
semble. His truth was the truth that was 
dependent upon the fundamental accuracy 
of things, not on the way these things 
parted their hair. His Indians with their 
lean desert ponies, his cowpunchers hard- 
ened by days and nights in the saddle, seem 
themselves the children of nature, formed 
by the country and the open spaces in 
which they lived. His horses tamed and 
wild are the horses of a man who knew 
horses, and loved them, not the studio crea- 
tions of a sculptor who, when he wanted 
to “do” a horse, went to the circus, bor- 
rowed a horse and copied it. Borglum knew 
these horses, and anyone who sees his work 
must know he knew them. 


In his earlier pieces thefé was a slight 
tendency to over elaburate, a little too great 
an emphasis on external detail, but this 
soon passed. And his last works were those 
of a mature master. No sculptor has ever 
been more successful in representing move- 
ment than he. Bucking horses, cowmen at 
the roundup, and Bucky O'Neill ou his bron- 
co, all these and more, with d sense of 
posed figures, no sense of arrested action. 


In monumental sculpture Borglum has 
done much. There are his two equestrian 
masterpieces: “Gen. Gordon,“ in Atlanta, 
the original of which I have never seen, but 
the small casts and photographs proclaim 
it to be an extraordinarily virile piece of 
work, broadly conceived and broadly 
handled. The “Bucky O'Neil” that stands 
in front of the Courthouse in Prescott, Ariz., 
is one of the most original equestrian monu- 
ments in the country. The Rough Rider 
captain is firmly seated on a rearing snort- 
ing bronc, that is doing its utmost to dis- 
place him, a Rough Rider indeed! Then 
there are his five colossal portrait busts of 
Confederate generals in Vicksburg Nation- 
al Park. Most original of all, however, and 
to my mind the finest, is his memorial to 
two book lovers of New Jersey. A bowed 
bronze figure with either hand outstretched 
closing the pages of a book, and the whole 
set out in a wooded glen, what could more 
fittingly commemorate this old couple who 
died one within a week of the other? An- 
other among his little known works is his 
charming portrait head of his own boy. Few 
sculptors have rendered finer bits of child- 
hood into marble. 

In his later work Borglum shows more 
and more interest in what he terms the 
abstract. Perhaps his meaning could best 
be Mustrated by examples, for ‘instance 
the “Balzac,” and “Hand of God” of Rodin 
are what he terusd abstract works. He 
‘has told me of his own “discovery” of the 
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“Balzac.” He was in Paris at the time, and 
happened to be down at the quais where 
there are many second-hand bookshops. 
Idling in front of one of these he came 
upon a biographical sketch of Balzac, the 
author of which I do not recall. As it was 
rather brief Borglum read it standing there 
in the street. Later in the same day he 
visited the Salon, and one of the first works 
he saw was this same “Balzac,” with a 
heated and argumentative crowd about it. 
He said that Balzac himself seemed there 
before him in his monolith of a figure with 
its defiant head. That was what he con- 
sidered abstract work. The truth, the soul 
of the subject were there and complete, 
without the insistence upon detail and petty 
fact. Balzac, the soul of Balzac lived in this 
figure, while Balzac's collars, and shirts and 
ties remained at home in the wardrobe 
where they belonged. 


At times this desire to express the ab- 
stract upon Borglum’s own part seemed to 
run away with him, as in a wood carving of 


an Indian and horse in a snowdrift. We of 
his pupils were never quite sure just what 
this work was; to me it always looked more 
like the top of a chocolate Charlotte Russe 
anything else. | 
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His figures for St. Mark's in the Bowery, 
New York, are splendid examples of this | 
later manner held in more restraint. One of | 
these, “Little Lady of the Dews,” is his only | 
female nude of which I have any knowledge. . 
In this avoidance of the nude he was much 
like St. Gaudens, and like St. Gaudens he 
had always intended to do work of this | 
character. This figure is in marble, and is 
in the garden of the church, where it is | 
very effective against the green of the 
grass. His two other figures, one on either 
side of the main doorway, retain the Indian! 
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motive, though with a deeper significance 
than formerly. These giant tigures might 
be the primitive men of any continent, as 
indeed they are. “Aspiration” and “Inspira- 
tion” are the titles of these heroic bronzes. 
The first is the primitive man as he was, 
when after some thousands of years of 
hunting and the chase, he first becomes 
aware of a spiritual element in life. He is 
helpless, he knows of the existence of 


something more than he has ever known, | 
but he does not know what it may be. The 


second figure is the same man after he has 
begun to find himself, after art, or civiliza- 
tion, has begun to touch him. He has 
fashioned for himself a musical instrument 
from a reed, and plays upon it in an ecstacy. 
These works serve to show how far Bor- 
glum might have gone had he not Been cut 
off by an untimely death. 


Borglum was an associate of the National 
Academy, a member of the Natfonal Sculp- 
ture Society, and won an honorable mention 
at the Salon of 1899, silver medals at the 
Paris Exposition of 1900, and at the Buffalo 
Exposition of 1901, a gold medal at the St. 
Louis Exposition of 1904, and was honorary 
member of the Society Beaux Arts Archi- 
tects. He also won a Croix de Guerre for 
bravery under fire in 1918. 


In his untimely death America, not- 
ably the West, has lost her most American, 
and one of her most original sculptors, for 
an artist at 54 is often only just finding 
himself, and while Borglum found himself 
years ago, and his career has been one of 
steady progress toward a goal among the 
Olympians his loss has been none the less 
great. Whether or not he has attained his 
goal, and whether or not we may claim for 
him a place among the immortals is a 
matter for time and posterity to- decide, 


I can only make some measure of tribute 


to a sculptor who was for far too short 
a time a master, and a helping friend.

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among the chaparral up to altitudes ot four 
or five thousand feet. It is slender, three to 
five feet tall, and with rather brittle 
branches that bear a profusion of light-pink- 
tinted, pitcher-shaped, inch-long flowers. It 
ordinarily goes by the name of “pitcher 


sage,” but is occasionally called “wood 
balm.”

But when 
interest and curiosity cause you to investt- 
gate whence comes the odor, and after locat- 
ing theesource you gather some of the flow- 
er-laden branches, the agreeable sensation 
may change to an unpleasant one—for the 
“balm” of the pitcher sage is repugnant to 
most persons when inhaled in its. intensity. 
It has a sticking or lingering quality, too, 
and if handled very freely will cling to the 
hands and clothing for a long time.

“Why does pyorrhoea recur, as is often 
the case, after a supposed cure—after thor- 
ough scaling and local treatment, and where 
the patient has co-operated with the dentist, 
as regards daily care of the teeth, use of 
dental floes and massage of gums? Why 
does it recur, unless there be some hidden 
cause, not fully understood, together with 
the fact that the dentist was treating the 
symptoms alone, by local treament, instead 
of treating the symptoms and deep-seated 
cause by local and constitutional treatment, 


“According to my observation, pyorrhoea 
patients belong to one of the following 
classes: 

“(1.) Those of poor circulation. * 

“(2.) Those who drink very little water. 

“(3.) Those who are hearty eaters (espe- 
cially starchy foods and sweets.) 

“(4.) Those who are rheumatic or gouty. 

“(5.) And last, and probably most impor- 
tant class of all, those who are constipated 
and take no regular form of exercise. 


“Did it ever occur to you that nature plays 
no part in the restoring of lost tooth struc 
turé due to dental decay (one part of the 
body she cannot repair,) but in the treat- 
ment of inflamed gums and pyorrhoea, she 
stands ready to assist you, if you will but 
give her the opportunity. Also, the fact 
that more teeth are lost through pyorrhoea 
than through all other dental diseases.

IV. | 
THE RAMONA SISTERS. 


most common, and in many ways 
the most striking, of the California 
mints bear the name of “sages.” But 
they are not salvias—that is, true 
gages. They are cousins only. They were 
originally called Audibertias by the botan- 
ists, but now they are known as Ramonas. 
That is, to the botanists they are Ramonas. 
With the “common run of folks” they are 
sages, and always will be sages. And many 
persons think they are closely related to the 
sagebrush of the desert—a belief that is 
strengthened by the strong, pungent odor of 
all the plants in question. But the sage- 
brush is a composite, and not even distantly 
related to the mint family. It is because of 
the confusion in the minds of so many per- 
sons concerning the various plants which go 
under the name of “sages” that I am going 
into the matter so fully. And I hope what 
I shall have to say in this article and the 
next will do something toward setting the 
thing straight. 

First, then, hear about the Ramona sisters 
—these minty ones which are falsely sailing 
under the name of “sages.” There are five 
of them: Black sage, or black ball sage 
(Ramona stachyoides;) button sage, or 
white ball sage (R. nivea:) white sage (R. 
polystachya;) hummingbird sage (R. grandi- 
flora;) desert Ramona (R. incana.) 

The Ramonas all have woody bases, from 
which herbaceous stalks shoot upward every 
season, bear a wealth of flowers, and ma- 
ture a generous crop of seeds. We may 
very properly say they stand midway be- 
tween the herbs and the true chaparral. In 
many places they relieve the larger shrubs 
of their duty as forest cover and take care 
of the job in a very satistactory manner. 


In my series of articles on “the Elfin-Forest” | 


I treated-of these “sages” in their office as 
forest cover, so I shall here confine my re- 
marks to their personal traits, and the part 
they play as decorators of the landscape. 
They all have foliage that is strongly 
odorous—most of them even to the point of 
rankness—and that is largely their commis- 
sion for masquerading as sages. Their 
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“sagey” odor affects different persons differ- 
ently. To many it is repugnant; but there 
are some to whom it is as the breath of the 
mountains. To me it is rather agreeable 
under ordinary circumstances. But on a hot 
August day I have been on a trafl that was 
solidly hemmed in with the odorous shrubs, 
where the air was stifling and choking with 
aroma rising from the heated herbage. 
Brushing against the shrubs seemed to atir 
up additional waves of the pungent stuff! 
Under such circumstances I don’t like the 
odor. 


Big Leaves and Big Flowers Mark 
the Hummingbird Sage. 


HE smelliest ones of the lot are the 

hummingbird sage and the white sage. 
It's a toss-up between the two as to which is 
the rankest. If there is any advantage in 
the matter, it goes to the former. But as its 
plants are not nearly so plentiful as those 
of the white sage, the latter seemingly has 
earned.the greater reputation for rankness. 


As its botanical name of grandiflora indi- 
cates, the hummingbird sage is the big- 
flowered one of the Ramonas. It is the big- 
leaved one, as well. The lower leaves are 
often eight or ten inches long and half that 
wide; and they are always coarse ana 
heavy. But in stature the plant is the 
least of all—scarcely ever more than two 
feet. It is likewise the least attractive, be 
ing sticky and otherwise disagreeable to the 
touch, and—so it seems to me—unnects- 
sarily speedy in giving off its trenchant 
aroma when disturbed. All in all, at close 
range, the plant has a decidedly coarse: ap- 
pearance—that extends to stems, leaves, 
and flowers. The leaves, more or less crink- 
ly, white-woolly beneath and green above, 
are especially unattractive. But from a dis- 
tance away the plant is quite decorative. 
It frequently happens that one, on seeing 
it for the first time, hastens to make a 
closer acquaintanceship. But after the first 
close companionship with it, ome ig quite 
satisfied to let it go its way alone. It is 
commonly known as hummingbird sage be- 
cause it seems to have a prominent place on 
the feathered midgets’ calling list. Perhaps 
its large crimson flowers have been evolved 
to their present inch-and-a-half length 
through persistent selection as . dy 
the hummingbirds. 

The hummingbird sage is the one Ramona 
that has a decided preference for forest 
cover—although the black ball sage is not 
altogether intolerant of shade. The others 
all want unobstructed sunlight. By most 
persons the hummingbird sage is not classed 
as a shrub. But as it has a woody base, it 
surely cannot be called an herb. It is one 
of those plants which stand on “No Man's 
Land” between herbs and shrubs. It is 
widely distributed throughout Southern Call. 
fornia, and may be found almost anywhere 

on shaded slopes, especially those looking 
toward the north. You may find it in the 
canyons of Elysian and Griffith Parks, and 
on the north and east slopes of Mt. Wash- 
ington. And nowhere are there larger or 
finer specimens than grow on the north 
slope of the hills back of Occidental College. 

The white sage is the tall, graceful one of 
the Ramona sisters. Silvery-leaved, and 
with snowy flowers, it is well-called the 
white one. Its shrubby base is liberally sup- 
plied with tough, two or three-inch, lanceo- 
late leaves that are resinous and closely 
covered with a fine canescent down. It is a 
noticeable object even in the winter, when 
it is but a foot or two high, and before it 
has put forth its tall, graceful; wandlike 
flower shoots. And sometimes these shrub- 
by bases are so thickly set on a hillside as 


j to whiten the slope. But it is the bloom of 


the white sage which most excites our won- 
der. Of all the wild flowers of Southern 
California it is the most grotesquely shaped. 
Tt seems to consist mostly of lower lip, 
which is broad and has a double-reverse 
curve, the tip bending backward, thus clos- 


ing the throat of the corolla, and concealing |: 


about all the rest of the flower. The pollina- 
tion is largely done by honey bees. When a 
bee lights on the broad outer end of the 
lower lip—a landing place which he can see 
from afar—it drops down and opens the 
throat of the corolla-tube, thus enabling the 
honey-seeker to get at the nectar jar. At 
the same time, the stamens— the Ramonas 
have but two, and they are jointed and at- 
tached to the lower lip—are brought down

The Famous White Sage ine 
Comes From This Family. 


HILE all the Ramonas furnish fine bee- 

pasture, the most famous one in this 
respect is the white sage. This is not so 
much on account of the quantity of nectar 
it furnishes, as for the clearness and purity 
of the product. In California “white sage 
honey” ranks just about the same as “linn 
honey does in the Kast. Sometimes, how- 
ever, it carries a sagey tang that is objec- 
tionable to many persone. 

The earliest bloomer of the Kamonas 
the black ball sage—also called ball sage 
and black sage. The “ball” comes from the 
dense rounded flower-whorls, which rise 
storylike one above another on a slender 
stalk to the number of three or four-——occa- 
sionally as many as five or six. The “black” 
is in reference to the general tone of the 
shrub as compared with the white sage and 
the button sage. It is the shrubbiest of all 
the Ramonas, and the longest bloomer. Its 
leaves are stiff, downy on the under side, 
and wrinkled above, in appearance strongly 
reminding one of the leaves of the common 
garden sage. Although the flowers are vari- 
ously described as lilac, lavender, bluish and 
white, yet the last-mentioned one is the pre- 
vailing tint. However, the blooms which 
often strike us as White, as we casually 
glance at them, upon closer inspection wili 
be found to have a suspicion of lilac or lav- 
ender about them. The flowers are much 
the smallest of all the Ramonas. But they 
make up in numbers what they lack In size; 
and having a long season, and being well 
supplied with nectar, they constitute an im- 
portant item in the bee-pasture of Cali- 
fornia. The shrub is one of the most com- 
mon and plentiful on all our foothills and 
lower mountain slopes. 


The white ball sage, although its flowers 
are much larger than those of the black 
ball sage, is really the dainty one of the 
group. The rangers of the Santa Barbara 
National Forest know it as button sage, be 
cause of the shape of the flower whorls, 
which are more flattened than those of the 
black ball sage. The botanist named it 
nivea—the “snowy one — because of the 
hoary-whiteness of the shrub. The leaves 
would be a sage-green, were they not cov- 
ered with a soft white down. The combina- 
tion gives us a charming tone of subdued 
white that makes a copse of the shrubs a 
delight to the traveler of the mountain 
trails. While the foliage is endowed with its 
full share of the strong sagey smell, its 
beautiful appearance and soft velvety feel 
do much to offset that disagreeable quality. 
The flowers are of a mauve or lilac color, 
often of so deep a tint as to approach a posi- 
tive purple. Indeed, the name of “purple 
sage” ig sometimes applied to the shrub; 
but “lavender sage” would be much more 
appropriate. The flowers are half an Inch 
or more in length, and each of the four or 
five whorls of a flower stalk may have from 
six to ten in bloom at once; and as a single 
bush may have hundreds of the flower- 
spikes, and thousands of bushes may crowd 
a mountain side, there is often a spread of 
a that defies any adequate deserip- 
tion. 


White Ball Sage Disappears . 
Just South of Saugus. 


HE home of the white ball sage is from 

San Luis Obispo county to the north- 
western part of Los Angeles county. It 
stops short at the mountain range border- 
ing the north side of the Sau Fernando Val- 
ley. Near Saugus it is plentiful, south of 
Newhall Pass, only ten miles from Saugus, 
it has entirely disappeared. The nearest it 
has reached Los Angeles is a small patch in

outside these two counties its area is de- 
cidedly limited. It blooms in June, and dur- 
ing that month the slopes of the San Rafael 
Range—the second line of mountains from 
the Coast—are purpled from its myriad flow- 
ers. The bees know it well, and some of 
the most productive apiaries of Southern 
California are in this belt of the white ball 
sage. 

The four Ramonas about which I have 
been gossiping—hummingbird sage, white 
sage, black ball sage and white ball sage— 
are lovers of the ocean breezes. They live 
in the mountains and valleys of the Coast 
Ranges. When they come to the dry, hot 
interior, they stop and surrender the land 
to their sistef, the desert Ramonas—-she of 
the sky-bime flowers set in profuse flounces 
of cream, yellow, cherry, lavender and pur- 
ple. One who has traveled the “back door” 
route to Big Bear Lake—by way of Hesperia 


and the Cushenberry Grade—in May will 


not soon forget the bewildering display of 
color which the desert Ramona there 
spreads over wide stretches for bis edifica- 
tion. 


Although the voluminous involucres of the 
desert Ramona’s flower-whoris are so varied 
in color, none of the tints is glaring, and 
they always seem to harmonize perfectly 
with the grayish stems, gray-green foliage, 
and the light-sky-blue flowers. The shrub 
is one of the springtime joys of the desert. 
On the bordering mountains the shrub 
grows smaller, and the involucres take on a 
much more pronounced purplishred color 
and become so voluminous that the flowers 
are almost lost sight of. It is some moun- 
tain<limber, too. I have found it at an alti- 
tude of. nearly 8000 feet on Mt. San Jacinto. 

Although the coastwise mountains are 
barred to the desert Ramona, she fully 
makes up for the loss of extending her 
range far into Arizona and Nevada. 

These five are all the Ramonas. But 
there is another shrub of the mint family 
which in common with them bears the name 
of “sage,” yet which is not a true sage.

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S SOME men, like Damon and 
Pythias, seem born for friendship, 
so Jimmy Pringle and Ed Slater, 
both of Lemon Cove, Tulare county, 
California, in the Kings-Kern rivers region— 
that jumble of high peaks, deep canyons, 
and mighty trees—seemed set apart for ri- 
valry.

vate. And why not? The more one realizes 
the importance of food, and that the highest 
wisdom lies in eating and drinking only 
when genuinely hungry, and then of those 
things that one is convinced are suited to 
the Individual state of body and mind at a 
given time, the more impossible it is to be 
sensible and sincere and still bow down to 
this mandate: ‘When a woman asks me to 
take a meal in her house, it is my duty to 
eat of that which is set before me, whether 
I like it or not.“ I quote from an article 
written several vears ago by Marion Har- 
land, who is regarded as an authority on 
these points. I pass on to you the balance 
of the clipping that you may see what she 
thinks of ‘finical’ eaters, of whom there are 
many in these days of transition from an ir- 
rational to a rational dietary. 

I have always instinctively deplored 
the fact that people for the most part seem 
unable to mingle socially without some- 
where in the proceedings having to ‘feed 
their faces’—an inelegant but expressive 
phrase. Wholesome conversation, music, et 
cetera, have not sufficed to draw them to- 
gether for social ends, but in addition 
tribute must be paid to the stomach, which 
has been made a god. So out of all time 
and renson have they dined and wined, with 
the result that the ignorance on these vital 
matters has become monumental. and no 
one knows it better than yourself. 

“I am an iconoclast and say: Away with 
is idol of sham hospitality! What physi- 
cal and moral disease we have suffered as a 
consequence is well-nigh incalculable. Each 
one who values personal liberty at its real 
worth—because if he has heeded the imjunc- 
tion ‘know thyself,’ he alone knows when 
and of what he should best eat—must issue 
his own emancipation prociamation, to free 
himself from this absurd bondage to cus- 
tom, until he again finds his tastes have 
become those of the majority, when it is to 
be hoped more reason and elasticity will be 
injected into social usages, making them 
tolerable to the minority as well. We will 
yet discover ways to be genial without sacri- 
fice of health and integrity.” 

There is a good foundation for these ob- 
servations. Byron said that no woman 
should be seen eating in public. That may 
be going too far, but is certainly somewhat 
of a reflection upon our modern civilization 
that the main feature of most of our public 
and private gatherings should be the filling 
of the stomach—shoveling fuel into the hu- 
man mechanism.

It 
would probably be regarded as indelicate to 
suggest that the performance of other ant 
mal functions might also be made the lead- 
jug feature of convivial entertainments. 

im his book “The Art of Living in Good 
Health,” Dr. Daniel Sager says: 

“Despite the commonly accepted idea, con- 
vyervation is apt to Interfere seriously with 
the proper mastication of food, and to 
diminish the pleasure of eating, which 
should be all-absorbing for the time. The 
Hindoo sages of antiquity considered eating 
a kind of sacrament, to be engaged in ab- 
stemiously and silently. The Pythagorean 
sect ate in profound silence. Shakers never 
speak at the table, except in receiving or in 
passing food. At all events, whether the 
meal is eaten with merry conversation, or 
with Quakerlike silence, the essential thing 
is complete mastication of the food.” 

What this writer says in regard to mast 
cation is true. The other statements are 
misleading. Pleasant intercourse at the 
table, with congenial friends, light conversa 
tion on cheerful subjects and merry laugh- 
ter, all tend to aid digestion. The carnivora 


men and women meet at a 
rant and take luncheon together. Each one 
orders independently what he or she de- 
sires to eat and pays for it. In this way 
each one is satisfied and dietetic prefer- 
ences can be individually satisfied, and it 
must result in simpler living and better 
dietetic habits. « 

“Every one who has had experience in be- 
ing dined at a hotel or restaurant has had 
the experience of eating unwholesome 
foods, simply for the sake of form and fel- 
lowship. May the custom spread, There is 
no more reason why you should pay for 
your friend’s dinner than for hats and hand- 
kerchiefs.” 


A medical author writes: 

“A majority of these intellectual people 
who are prone to have indigestion when 
they transgress health rules have a tend- 
ency to hyper-chlorhydria. Their gastric | 
glands are easily excited to oversecretion. 
When such persons are offered tempting 
viands on a festive occasion at an hour 
when not only their stomachs but those of 
all the others should be resting, they are 
frequently amiable enough to make a feint. 
of eating just a little something, for the 
sake of appearances—not to seem to frown 
in disapproval of what the others are doing. 
Perhaps they are able to find in the menu 
some apparently ifrnocent thing like deli- 
cate pieces of bread and butter, or 
biscuits, and they resolve just to nibble 
a little at one of these. The result is such 
a rapid pouring out of gastric juice as 
speedily constrains them to go on and eat 
heartily of whatever can be had, with the 
result often of a sleepless night and utter 
unfitness for the next day's duties.” 

Not only ts this practice of making most 
of our social functions center in the filling 
of the stomach more or less unesthefic, and 
often prejudicial to the health, but it in- 
volves a severe and unnecessary tax upon 
the energies of the housewife, especially 
of those who, like so many in this country, 
have to do all their household work them- 
selves, or perhaps with the assistance of a 
woman who comes in to help clean up once 
a week. 

Some years ago there was established in 
Wyoming a new settlement by twenty girl 
students of the Arts Crafts School of Chi- 
cago. They were to do everything them- 
selves, and no miserable man was to be al- 
lowed within the sacred precincts. They 
found plenty of candidates to do the plow- 
ing, and reaping, and any number of other 
crafts in which man is supposed to excel, 
but they fimally struck a snag. They were 
looking for a young woman with no bad 
habits who was a good dishwasher. 

This is not surprising. Every experienced 
housewife will tell you that the washing of 
the dishes after a meal is the most unpleas- 
ant and thankless task that she has to per- 
form. Twice a day, or sometimes even 
three times a day, it has to be done, for 365 
days in a year. Many women enjoy cook- 
ing, but abhor dishwashing. 

I believe that when food reform comes 
the dishwashing question will have more 
to do with bringing it about than lectures 
on food poisoning, or appeals to the moral 
bentiment against the slaying of animals. 
Bear in mind again, however, that the mere 
dropping of flesh foods from the menu is 
not necessarily a step forward, either from 
a hygienic point of view, or of lessening 
household labor. It may, indeed, be a step 
backward in both directions. As to the lat- 
ter feature, it usually is. There is more 
labor entailed In the preparation and clean- 
ing up of the ordinary vegetarian menu 


steak or chop, the mixture of a salad, and 
the boiling of a potato.

AS it ever happened, I wonder, to any 

tramp except Wiliam Henry Davies 
to rise from the degeneracy of a 
“down-righter” to the dignity of the 
poet’s civil list and receive a pension from 
the British government? Of course, one 
eduld name numerous vagrants in English 
literature—such as William Hazlitt, Thomas 
de Quincey, Richard Jeffries, George Bor- 
row and Robert Louis Stevenson in Great 
Britain, and Henry Thoreau aad Walt Whit- 
man in America. But all of these were 
more or less aristocratic tramps, for they 
wandered in vagabontage from place to 
place because they were sc inclined, not be- 
cause of stern necessity. Davies's nearest 
rival as a genuine tramp in literature is WII 
lard, who wrote under the nom de guerre of 
Josiah Fiynt; but he, inlike Davies, who 
glories~in his profession, is apologetic of 
his calling. Davies has seen the darkest 
days of a beggar’s life, has known the 
depths of poverty and the pangs of hunger 
and pain, yet his lyrics are a paean of joy. 
Like the skylark, he soars above the earth 
and pours forth his glorious songs in 
“strains of unpremeditated art.“ The world 
needs · such singers of pure joy; and Davies's 
place in literature Is assured because read- 
ers will always find exuberant life or cam 
serenity in his simple lines. 

Curious readers who turn to “Who ‘s Who” 
for information regarding the life-story of 
this tramp-poet will findsthat William Henry 
Davies is a poet and author whose favorite 
recreation is walking, mostly alone; and 
whose address is listed as that of his pub- 
lisher, A. C. Fifield. The irony of those 
statements when one knows the real his- 
tory of the man! He tells this simply and 
naively in his own language in a remarkable 
confession called “Autobiography of a Su- 
per-Tramp,” which for genuine interest de- 
serves to rank with the few great autobi- 
ographies of the world, and is superior to 
most writings of the kind in its simpliaity 
and adherence to truth. Stranger than fic- 
tion is this heart-outponring of real experi- 
ence. 

William Henry Davies was born in the 
year 1870 in the flourishing little seaport 
town of Newport, Monmouthshire. This 
county is really English, though it stands 
on the western side of the Wye, and though 
many thousands of the population still speak 
the Welsh language. St. David is the pa- 
tron saint of Wales, and the name Davis or 
Davies isgpeculiarly- Welsh, signifying son 
of David. Newport is only seven miles 
from the Welsh border, and adjoins exten- 
sive sheep pastures that slope gently do 
to the cragsy ledges of the waterfrent.

coal. Twelve miles west is Cardiff, which 
has the largest coal-shipping trade in the 
world, New York coming second.

EWPORT is on the right bank of the 
2 Usk, four miles from its confluence 
with the Severn. From a hill near Davies's 
Native town, if the day is clear and mist- 


less, one can see where the Severn opens 


into the Bristol Channel. Since the subject 
of this sketch was long familiar with both 
the Usk and with whisky, it may be interest- 
ing to note that the word Usk or Wysk is an 
ancient British word signifying .water, and 
is the same as the Irish word “uisge” or 
whisky. Later the word served to denote a 
spirituous liquor. The proper term for the 
spirit is uisquebaugh—literally aqua vitae, 
or “water of lite,“ —clipped in the common 
English fashion to whisky. 

Like his favorite, Shakespeare, this 
“child of fancy” first saw light in the. lamb- 
ing-month, and wrote in manhood

Davies was born in a public house called 
the Church House, a circumstance to which 
he attributes his propensity to drink: for 
frem early childhood he was accustomed to 
sups of mulled beer at bedtime in lieu of the 
customary cocoa or tea. The public house 
was kept by his Cornish grandfather, Francis 
Davies, a retired sea captain, a straightfor- 
ward, honest, simple x:an, whose wife, 
Lydia, “a good old soul” and a strict Bap- 
tist, was from Somerset, and had relatives 
whom she visited both in Bristol and near 
Glastonbury. The child’s father died before 
the boy could retain any memories of him, 
leaving a widow and three children—Fran- 
cis, the eldest son, an tmbecile, two years 
older than William; a sister who came be- 
tween the two boys; and the youngest child, 
William. The mother married aggin; = 
the grandparents, having lost all “thei 
children, adopted the three grand —— 
an arrangement to which the mother agreed 
in order to insure their temporal welfare. 
The old people retired to private lite, and 
devoted themselves to the children. A vivid 
picture of the old folks and their seaman’s 
home is found in a poem written by their 
grandson, whose earliest recollection is of 
being taken to Bristol on a steam packet, 
called the Welsh Prince, by his seafaring 
grandfather.

dropped a stolen bottle of perfume and 
made a guilty dash through the open door. 
The secret was out. The boys were caught 
red-handed, arrested and punished. Two 
were sentenced each to twelve strokes with 
the birch rod, while the other four received 
six each.

Early Acquired a Love of Reading. 


ILLIAM’S schooldays ended abruptly, 

and his grandparents now exercised a 
close surveillance over bim. He happily de- 
veloped a taste for reading. acquired from a 
companion Dave, who had an old copy of 
Byron. Beginning, as is usual, with penny 
novels, he soon acquired a taste for good 
literature. In order to secure liberty, young 
Davies hired himself out to an jronmonger. 
at a weekly wage of 5 shillings. A short 
time afterwards he was bound apprentice 
to the picture-frame trade. Hie first adven- 
ture in verse was a poem describing a storm 
at night, which a friend recited in public. 
In the second year of his apprenticeship he 
met a young woman living ju a neighboring 
village who was very clever, a great reader 
of fine literature; to her hands Davies fret 
submitted an original composition. He was 
very grateful for her help and sympathy. 


“Her encouragement at that early time 
has been the star on which these eyes have 
seldom closed, by whieh I have successful 
navigated the deeps of misery, pushing 
aside Drink, my first officer, who many & 
day and many a night endeavored to found 
er me. . I had known her only six 
months when she died, but her words of 
encouragement have been ringing im my 
ears ever since they were uttered.” 


Meanwhile his grandfather had died, and 
the lad of 20 was running a bit wild. He 
was restive and wished to go to America, 
but his grandmother would not supply the 
necessary funds. So whee lis term of ap 
prenticeship closed, he worked and dissi- 
pated for six months in Bristol, which is 
chiefly remembered in America as the port 
of departure of John Cabot; for extensive 
kidnaping te provide laborers for the Amert- 
can colonies; and as one of the British 
towns concerned in the slave trade. Davies 
was called home by the death of his grand- 
mother, whose estate was left in the hands 
of a trustee, the profits to be divided weakly 
among the- three grandchildren.

Occasionally he 
engaged in berry-picking or bop-picking, or 
worked as a canal-digger at Chicago, or as 
a cattle-tender on Atlantic boats. Once he

noticed Wuring the shorter days of 
winter. Beautiful drapery fabrics are now 
shown at the shops, some of them quite in- 
expensive and others that are as costly as 
they are attractive. 


In many rooms the standard window 
shade is being discarded and in its place 
over curtains are used. It is well to con- 
sider’ this when the question of curtains 
comes up. In a room opening on a side 
yard or remote from a street, the shade has 
little to say for itself, unless the exposure is 
such as to require drawn shades during a 
part of the day. Overdrapes of heavy ma- 
terial may be so hung as to be easily drawn 
over the windows so as to shut out light 
and to afford the complete privacy desirable. 
At night such curtains are quite as much a 
protection as are shades. 


Such curtains are hung on a roa, the hem 
through which the rod is run being suffi- 
ciently wide to permit of drawing the cur- 
tains back easily. If a valance is used, this 
must be run on a separate rod; otherwise 
the curtains cannot be drawn together. 


Heavier Curtain Materials Are 
Not Best For California. 


ATERIALS suitable for over curtains 
that are to be used without shades in- 
clude reps, velvet, velour, linen, chintz, cre- 
tonne, tapestry, monk's cloth, denim and 
many other materials. For Calhornia it fs 
best to avoid heavy-looking materials, such 
as velvet and velours. Linen, cretonne and 
chintz curtains are best lined with sateen 
or other firm material. The lining may be 
in the same color as the curtains or in A 
soft neutral shade in harmony with it. 
Where over drapes are not to be drawn, 
lighter weight materials may be selected. 


Of these the sunfast materal: in drapery 
gauze, madras, and other shimmering 
fabrics are the most attractive. These are 


lovely when used double, in different shades 
or colors. For instance, the outer curtatns 
of blue-green drapery gauze may be hung 
over an inner pair made of the same ma- 
If pre- 
ferred the two pairs of curtains may be at- 
tached, or the inner may develop into a 
lining. 

Where overdrapes are not to be drawn, 


are quite expensive, they are wide enough 


to permit of being split in the middle. Thus 
one length makes two curtains. It is better 
to buy the best materials, and to pay par- 
ticular attention to the question of fast 
colors. Some of the sunfast materials are 
almost if not quite true to their name; those 
that are guaranteed are perhaps the best 
investment. Linens, plain, blocked or 
striped, make attractive curtains and they 
are remarkably sun-resisting. English 
chinzes of the heavy, expensive quality »old 
their colors for years, coming back rom 
the laundry as fresh as when first hung.. 
In many homes only one set of curtains 
is used. In this case it is the lace or net 


, Slass curtains that are dispensed with. As 


to whether or not these are needed each 
home-maker must decide. In a formal room 
they may be needed to give the touch of 
completeness. The regulation lace curtain 
with its machine made designs has quite 
lost its popularity. Instead plain curtains 
of scrim, net, casement cloth or swiss are 
used. Filet nets are good looking and dur- 
able. The inner curtains are hung on sepa- 
rate rods. They may remain drawn well 
over the window when the side drapes are 
drawn back so as to cover little of the win- 
dow. 


The Hanging of 
Careful Consideration.

Sided according to individual needs and con- 


ditions. For instance, over windows that 
are rather short, it may be best to set the 
curtains up as far as possible, while just 
the reverse is true of long windoWs. The 
use of a valance is also one to be decided 
according to circumstances. In old- 


| fashioned houses with high ceilings and 


very high windows, a valance is distinctly 
to be preferred. This valance may be quite 
long. A shorter valance may be used where 
desired even if the windows are not high. 
The valance may be hung between the side 
curtains, on the same rod with them if the 
curtains are not to be drawn together. -A 
device sometimes used is to have a narrow 
frame, properly shaped, nailed over the win- 
dow. On this the valance is secured. This 
framework hides the rods and gives a finish 
that is not without merit. 

One of the uses of over curtains is as a 
decorative feature. They add color to a room 
and soften the light. Both texture and 
color are important, and this makes the se- 
lection of materials merit more time than is

usually given to it. Various facts must be 
taken into consideration when deciding up- 
on the color of the overdrapes. With 
light walls and woodwork, much freedom 
in the use of color is warranted, With plain 
rugs and walls, figured material is frequent- 
ly most appropriate, while with figurea 
ygaper on the walls and rugs of decided 
pattern plain colored turtains are unques- 
tionably to be preferred. Some drab rooms 
are transformed by the use of orange cur- 
tains, which bring light and joy with ‘them. 
Other rooms would be ruined by such cur- 
tains. Curtains of a shimmering blue-green 
are the best possible choice for other rooms, 
while those of a glowing old rose seem to 
belong at some windows. In some cases it 
is best to have the curtains harmonize with 
the prevailing color in rugs or upholstery; 
in others striking contrast is best. 


Different Colors and Fabrics 
Should be Placed on T rial. 


INCE no fixed rules can be given in re- 

gard to the best colors for curtains, the 
plan of trying different colors and fabrics 
before making a definite decision is one to 
be recommended. In most drapery depart- 
ments sample lengths are kept on hand for 
this purpose. Such a curtain length may be 


taken for a trial. Otten one that seemed 
to be just right proves wrong in shade or 
sheen for the room in which it is intro 
duced. Several trials may be necessary, but 
the trouble involved is well rewarded when 
the one best color and material are at length 


—

If shades are to be used, a visit to the 
shops will reveal the fact that adherence to 
the regulation style is not essential. For 
there are offered shades in a variety of ma- 
terials, as well as in many variations of 
design. For sun partors such shades are 
sometimes desirable. Those of quite heavy 
linen or of chintz, mounted on rollers, may 
prove attractive in some informal rooms, 
while plain unbleached muslin, properly. 
mounted, has its advantages in other rooms. 
As a rule the gathered and fluted affairs 
offered in the name of shades should be 
shunned. For shop windows, tea-rooms and 
other places of business such contraptions 
are suitable, but they are out of place in 
the home. The lace and fringe-trimmed 
shades offered belong in the same category.

this country are n so attractive as 

those of England because we ape Far- 
dening features and phases seen abroad 
too much. t is even so in Southern Cal 
fornia. We spend too many thousands of 
dollars trying to grow plants which will 
never do well or look well in this climate. 
We must use more of our superior native 
stuff, and add to that plants from the arid 
portions of Africa and Australia, and we 
still have to learn that the Pacific Coast 
and Gulf of California sections of Northern 
Mexico can furnish us with hundreds of fine 
garden subjects from a climate quite simi- 
lar to our own, and therefore peculiarly 
adapted to our needs. Those of us who 
have small gardens with no chance for 
special conditions should learn to be satis- 
fied without Japanese umbrella pines, the 
Chilean monkey puzzle, and a host of coni- 
fers that thrive but poorly in this climate, 
even in cool places in the shade of giant 
oaks or on steep northern slopes. So, too, 
must we do without rhododendrons, kalmias 
azaleas, peonies, heaths and a great list of 
plants of like requirements. Tender, trop 
ical plants that get nipped by frost and 
present a really disreputable appearance |

than that of any other State. The thing most 


desired in our gardens is lukuriance, and 
surely we may easily get it with hardy sub- 
jects. We have plenty of giant-leaved 
plants that will withstand our frosts. We 
are not making a plea for the discard of 
cannas, callas and elephant ears, but make 
these plants incidentals and not the main 
features. When so planned tropical gar- 
dens may only be “frosted” by our coldest 
weather, not frozen down till all is gone 
of ground cover and an Alaskan bleakness 
dwells over the whole. The frosts of a few’ 
weeks back should convince us that we are 
not living in the tropics and the wealth of 
beautiful plants on every hand that remain 
unharmed presents a splendid object lesson 
in building gardens beautiful and luxuriant 
and blossoming throughout the year. We 
need to have more of a California spirit of 
gardening. one that stimulates us to so 
plant that our gardens are never shabby 
or neglected, so that they may look as if 
every month in the year is a favored one 
for some particular varieties and kinds of 
leaf and blossoms. No days are more glo- 
rious or seductive than those following sharp 
frosts, and all nature should smile, and does 
smile, except those gardeners who probably 
planted. Let us have California gardens, 
and not too much ape the real tropics. 


Soil for Water Plant. 

Now is the best time for water garden- 
ing. The most suitable soil for water plants 
in general, with the exception of nelum- 
oijums, is a rich loam, and the best rotted 
horse or cow mahure, mixed together in 
equal parts, with the addition of one or 
one and a half pounds of bone meal to each 
wheelbarrow-load of soil. And we must 
omit seeing that the mixture is done thor- 
oughly. Nelumbiums love heavy loam, or 
heavy greasy clay, well enriched, as do all 
other water plants. They do not thrive and 
seldom blossom in sand or in soil strongly 
mixed with sand. The plantirg can be made 
in natural or artificial lakes or ponds.

Place 
them in baskets, tubs or large boxes, and 
sink these not more than three to six inches 
below the surface of the water; if your 
plants are of a tender nature, or if hardy 
ones, lower them twenty-four to thirty-six 
inches. 


Filling in About Trees. 

When it becomes necessary to nn in a 
tract containing trees too large ta raise 
with a block of earth, they should be pro 
tected by wells of stone curbs a few inches 


away from the trunk. But if the filling is 
very great, the trees will die, no matter 
what measures are taken to provide air. 
It would be better for the tree if thie stone 
work were laid without mortar or cement 
if the earth may de kept back by a loose 
wall. So long as light and air may reach 
the roots, the tree is safe; but very often 
the filling up of a foot will result in the 
death of the tree within a year or two. On 
made terraces, walls would need to be built 
around the upper half of the trunk only, 
unless the filling is to be considerable. 


Liquid Fertilizer. 

Where one has room in the garden some 
distamce from the house, he may stili use 
the good old-fashioned fertilizer, than 
which there is nothi:¢ better. Fill a barre! 
nearly up to the tor with water, put in a 
sack filled with cow or sheep manure, or 
even well-rotted horse manure. lu a few 
days it will be ready for use, well diluted. 
When all is used, again fill with water, and 
this time it may need no dilution. Still a 
third time it may be filled and the sack 
of manure given a good churning with a 
stout stick. The contents of the sack will 
still make a splendid mulch, or “soil-open- 
er” to dig into heavy or close soils. Be 
careful to use liquid manure little (or 
weak) and often. Such fine commercial fer- 
tilizers are now in use that not much of 
the old liquid manure is, applied, but for

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EXPRESS COMPANY CES TIMELY TIPS. BY HENRY V. KRUC KEBERG. 
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pping of Eggs. 
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on the Shi 


HE following timely suggestions issued 
a5 by the express companies, do not ap- 

ply so forcibly to those poultry breed- 
ets afiltated with the California co-opera- 
tive organizations as to breeders and egg 
farmers who handle their product indi- 
vidually. The former, of course, are pro- 
vided with specific instructions in their 
marketiog operations. When we allow for 
the fact that the great bulk- of the im- 
mense egg crop is still handled by express, 
it becomes all important that the instruc- 
tions issued by the transportation com- 
panies be religiously observed. The losses 
due to damage by reason of carelessness 
and ignorance, improper packing, grading 
and care of hen fruit run into the thousands 
of dollars annually. The responsibility for 
this condition cannot always be laid at the 
door of shippers; the transportation com- 
panies are also at fault. Obviously eggs 
shipped even short distances are subject to 
several handlings before reaching the uli 
mate consumer, hence, too much care can- 
not be exercised in doing properly those 
things which are strictly within the prov- 
ince of producers rather than the carriers. 
Celerity in deliveries and careful handling 
are the two factors to be observed in trans- 
portation, be it by automobile, from ranch 
to shipping station, by railway to distribui- 
ing centers, or from these points to the re- 
tailer, and finally to the ultimate consumer 
All this calls for several handlings, which 
demand packing that will stand the wear 
and tear.

FARM AND TRACTOR SECTION. | 


THE UNFOLDING POSSIBILITIES 
OF THE OWENS RIVER COUNTRY. 


NYO county, although the second largest 
county in California, is only in the in- 
fancy of its development possibilities in 

an agricultural way, only about 100,000 of 
its available acres being under cultivation, 
The county, however, has caught its strid 
and is raapidly coming to the front. 

According to the census of 1920, there 
were 521 farms in Inyo county or Owens 
Valley, the county and the valley are, from 
agricultural considerations at least, essen- 
tially, one and the same, all but two or 
three farms in the county being within the 
confines of the valley itself. The last cen- 
sus gaye the average size per farm at 268 
acres, and the valuation at $28,687 per farm. 
This will give an estimate of the value per 
acre. 

Eighty per cent or 419 of the farms were 
cultivated by their owners, twenty farms, 
or 4 per cent, by farm managers, and eighty- 
two farms, or 16 per cent, by tenants. This 
shows the unusually small proportion of 
tenantry. Only twenty-five of the 521 farm. 
ers were pot of white decent. Of the 196

he farmers, most are of American stock. 


The average value of Inyo’s farming land 
per acre, excluding improvements, was given 
by the census at $75, as contrasted to $158 
in Imperial and $41 in Kern counties. Of 
the farms in Inyo county 34 per cent have 
mortgages as compared to the 55 per cent 
ef the farms in the whole State carrying 
such incumbrances. 

The total revenue from Inyo's farm crops 
is some $1,500,000 annually, about 37 per 
cent as large as that of Humboldt county 
from the same source. The total number 
of cattle is 25,000 as compared with Hum- 
boldt’s 64,000. Owens Valley bears the 
same relation as to distance from Los An- 
geles, as Humboldt bears to San Francisco 
and in years to come the region to the east 
of the Sierras will undoubtedly prove to be 
as important an addition to the territory of 
Southern California as is the developing. 
area of the far northern counties to that of 
the Bay City. 

Before going into the details of the agri- 
culture of Owens Valley, it might, be well 


to give the principal sources of revenue, and 
the various amounts from each source: 
Beef cattle, $500,000; sheep, $500,000; dairy 
cattle, 395,000; hogs, $90,000: wool, $78,000: 
bees, $40,000; poultry, $22,000; hay (prin. 
cipally alfalfa) $1,061,284; cereals (corn, 
wheat, oats, barley,) $300,000; vegetables 
(Irish potatoes,) $67,000; fruits, $56,000. 

This valley of interesting achievements 
and great possibilities is actually not such 
a new country as many of Southern Cali. 
fornia might imagine. It was first settled in 
1862 when a group of cavalrymen were 
camped at Fort Independence. A few of the 
pioneers who were there then are still 
among the valley's citizens. There are 
many who have been in Owens Valley from 
forty to fifty years. 


CONDITIONS IN VALLEY. 


The climate of.Owens Valley is not severe 
in winter. The coldest day this winter has 
been two degrees above zero, the day of the 
partial freeze in the south. In general it is 
from 15 to 20 deg. above zero for a few 
days and then above freezing. This con- 
tinues all winter. Snow falls at times, but 
it is always gone within twenty-four hours 
to three days. The summers are pleasant for 
the most part as is demonstrated by the num. 
ber of tourists visiting this section each 
year. From 90 to 95 deg. is ordinarily the 
maximum temperature, and with the dry 
atmosphere, this canzbe considered low. The 
nights are always cool, due to the constant 
melting of snow on the mountains at the 
west. As in all arid valleys of California, 
the annual rainfall is low. Practically all 
of the rain or snow falls in the winter, and 
being largeiy checked by the high moun- 
tains on the west, is heavily deposited on

Such a 
plan is now in successful operation in 
many places and members of the Los An- 
geles County Farm Bureau who have been 
making a study of the subject say it can 
be done here. The possibility of utilizing 
the sewage for useful purposes, instead of 
polluting the beaches with it, must be 


taken into consideration again after the 


votes cast at the August election have 
again buried the outfall sewer plan. The 
interests of both city and country demand 
that an economical’ disposition be made 
of the sewage if a real investigation 
proves it feasible. 


Can't Stop Cotton. 


ESPITE bitter experiences during the 

slump in the price of cotton, from 
which they have been suffering for the 
past two years, farmers of the Colorado 
„River valleys are at it again on a larger 
scale than ever this year. It is reported. 
that there will be 70,000 acres of cotton 
on the American side and 160,000 acres of 
the fiber on the Lower California end of 
the- Impertal Valley this yegr. This means 
nearly 100,000 acres- more cotton than was 
ever raised before in the great valley. Salt 
River Valley farmers, too, will put in a 
much larger acreage than they did last 
year, and the Palo Verde Valley cotton 
farmers will plant at least 35,000 acres. 
This means that a market for most of this 
cotton must be found on the West Coast 
and Orient, for a much larger acreage of 
cotton will be -planted by farmers in the 
Southern States this year, and the world 
demand for the fiber is below normal. 
One large cotton mill has been started in 
Los Angeles, and others are needed in 
Southern California to take care of the 
cotton raised in the Southwest. The seed 
also can be used right at home. Until 
such an arrangement is worked out, the 
Imperial Valley cotton man must discount 
his cotton price to a sum equal to the 
long freight haul to New Orleans, New 
. York or Boston, the three great buying 
centers.

O-OPERATION among the cattlemen, 
35 the railroads, the packers and the 

retailers, constitutes the only possi- 
ble constructive future policy for the cat- 
‘tle industry. 

Success in selling is even more neces- 
sary than the development of volume in 
production, for volume in production is 
useless to the cattleman without some as- 
surance of just profits. This success in 
selling can come only through a proper 


development of co-operation all the way 
from the producer to the retailer. 


Compiled statistics show what has been 
done; they show estimated supply and 
demand; the relationship between pro- 
duction and consumption as between coun- 
tries; exchange values, and, in fact, all 
details concerning our industry. These 
statistics are necessary and essential, but 
they are without value unless we use 
them to develop co-operative action based 
upon definite and constructive lines. 


To form those plans upon a broad 
basis, it is necessary that a definite and 
representative agency be established, and 
that when established, it be trusted. Wheth- 
er or not the individual cattleman agree 
with the policy of the representatives of 
the industry, or has joined forces with 
them, his success or failure will have its 
lasting influence upon the results obtained 
by those representatives, and, in turn, 
their success or failure will affect his own 
profit and loss account. For this reason,

The American National Live-Stock Asso- 
ciation, with Fred H. Bixby of California 
at its head, is to be the representative 
body of the industry. Mr. Bixby is not 
afraid of responsibility, but he cannot 
work without support. It is up to the 
cattleman to make known his wants—the 
wants of the entire industry—this in 
order that the president may do his part 
in procuring results comparable with those 
obtained in other co-operative industries. 

It is with the association that the pack- 
ers, the railroads, the commission men, 
officials of the forest reserve, the reserva- 
tion agencies, the retailers and the gov- 
ernment take up the various phases in 
which they are separately interested. Each 
phase is presented to the association by 
the best talent obtainable in the various 
lines. These agencies will confer only 
with the chief representative of the asso- 
ciation, and it is impracticable to ask 
them to do otherwise. For that reason, 
the chief executive of the association 
must have power to act. He must have 
the support of the industry all down the 
line. 


It is therefore absolutely 8 kor 
every cowman to back his local organ 
ization; for every local organization to 
send its ablest representative to the coun- 
ty meetings; for each county to send its 
president to the State association, and 
for each State to confer freely gvith the 
national association. 


Given a strong organization built up in 
this fashion, the industry will no. longer 
have to limp along. It can stand on its 
own feet, and take care of its own prob- 
lems. :

On the eastern slope of the 
valley the soils carry considerable lime, due 
to the Inyo Mountain range on the east pe- 
ing largely a limestone formation. These 
soils have been found to be particularly pro- 
ductive for alfalfa as well as Irish potatoes. 
Trees also do well. West of the Owens 
River, which divides the valley, the soil is 
composed more of a granite decomposition, 
und contains less lime. All crops excepting 
alfalfa and potatoes, however, do equally 


Jus well as in the soils containing an abun- 


dance of lime. Since the watersheds are 
mostly to the west of the valley, most of 
the soils in cultivation lie to the west of 
the Owens River. 


The source of the irrigation water is the 
snow sheds in the Sierra Nevada Mountains 
and the supply comes through a number of 
Streams flowing eastward, principally, 


‘| Owens River, Bishop, Rock, Big Pine, Birch, 


Tinemaha, Taboose, Oak, Pinyon, Shepherd, 
George, Hog Back, Lone Pine and Cotton. 
wood creeks. These come down the moun- 
tainside at various intervals between 
Bishop and Lone Pine, a distance of sixty- 
five miles. A considerable supply of water 
used to go down the Owens River and ulti- 
mately to Owens Lake. Since the building 
of the Los Angeles aqueduct, however, very 
little takes that course, all of this river wa 
ter now going to supply the needs of the Pa 
cific Coast metropolis. At intervals between 
the creeks where there is no surface water 
supply, pumping is often resorted to, the lift 
varying from ten to forty feet. In the north. 
ern end of the valley, around Bishop, private 
drainage waters often find their way back 
to the irrigation canals, and thus supply wa- 
ter for other lands. All ot the various 
creeks are operated under a ditch company 
system, and the cost for water-to the land 
owners will vary from 10 cents to $1 an 
acre a year in the various companies. The 
only limit to the supply is the snowfall in 
the mountains. The fall in the lands from 
north to south is from six to ten feet to the 
mile, while from west to east it varies from 
four to ten times that great. Consequently 
the ditches are easy to maintain. 


FIELD AND ORCHARD CROPS. 
The principal farm crops are alfalfa hay, 
Indian corn, wheat, oats, barley and Irish 


potatoes. There are some 13,500 acres of 
alfalfa, which produces annually from four 
to six tons per acre. The quality is excep 
tionally good, much being shipped for sale 
at good prices to the dairymen of Los An- 
geles. 


Inyo’s Indian corn more nearly rivals that 
of the corn belt than does that grown in any 
other part of California. The early matur: 
ing Dent varieties seem to do the best, 
There are some 100 silos in the valley, all 
kept well filled with Indian corn.

FLORIDA GROWERS PROGRESs. 


REDLANDS.—G. W. Hecke, State Direc- 


tor of Agriculture, in a talk here recently, 
told orange growers that a factor in the fu- 
ture of the citrus industry in California 
that must be considered ig the growing im- 
portance of the orange industry. 


Mr. Hecke says that he has just recently 


returned from Florida, and while he saw 
groves there covered with scale and Russet 
mites, he saw the newer groves being 
cared for with as much attention to detail 
as were those of California. The standard- 
ization of the pack of Florida oranges is 
being improved rapidly, and the total out- 
put is being greatly increased each year. 
Mr. Hecke says that, fortunately, a large 
part of the Florida crop is on the market 
before the California oranges begin to 
reach there, but he believes that California 
growers and shippers must strive all the 
time to increase their present markets and 
expand it so that the fruit can be taken 
care of at a price that will return the 
growers a good interest on his investment. 
Mr. Hecke says that the problems of citri- 
culture in Florida are being met and wres- 
tled with more earnestly today than ever 
before, and that State is determined to 
reach the highest peak of production. 


SUCCESSFUL RAT DRIVE. 
REDLANDS.—Rats took a heavy toll of

and cause big losses. The birds may also 
be infested with various parasites, some of 
which live on the surface of the body, and 
others in various parts of the interior. 
Such parasites, whether they are outside 
or inside workers, are injurious because 
they take a part of the nourishment which 
uld be used to put on flesh, or to pro- 

e eges, and also because of irritation 
Inflammation of the parts they attack. 
The contagious diseases caused by germs, 
, and the weakness and loss of flesh caused 
hy the larger parasites are the most impor- 
tant conditions which the poultryman must 
consider, in order to keep his birds in 
health. These germs and parasites can be 
kept down by suitable preventive meas- 
uges, and the aim and study of the diseases 
should be to learn prevention rather than 
cure. Medicines may be given advantageous- 
ly at times but as a rule, as has been sug- 
it is better to kill the sufferer. 


ere is another reason not yet mentioned 


that makes the killing of sick birds desir- 
able. Birds that first contract diseases are 
apt to be the weakest ones in the flock, 
end should be culled out. 


The more birds kept on a farm or plot 


of ground and the more they are crowded, 
the greater the danger from contagion and 
parasites, and the more important the meas- 
ures for excluding, eradicating, and prevent- 
ing development of these causes of disease. 
In beginning with a flock it is a good idea 
to get birds of good conformation and free 
from any appearance of disease or para- 
sites. They should be put upon ground 
A1 likewise free from these causes of 


The best way to do this is to secure 
eggs from a flock that has shown no indi- 
cation of contagious disease for at least a 
year. If precautions are taken to keep the 
eggs absolutely clean, and they are hatched 
n a thoroughly cleaned incubator, the

ot years in the Imperial Valley, owing to

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the high cost of production and the un- 
precedented slump in the market, is 
beginning to look up. The past year gin- 
ning charges were much reduced; the 
cost of labor came down, and the result 


is that the cotton grower this year has 
the pleasure of sharing in the profit of 
his labor with the gin proprietor and the 
hired man who, it was freely declared, had 
profits during the past two years. This 
state of affairs has given the business 
a boost and a big increasing in acreage on 
this side of the line, as well as across the 
border, is predicted. 

According to County Assessor Weaver's 
books, the cotton acreage in the valley 
for the season of 1921 was 43,732, the 
smallest since 1914. Below the line, ac-

Wheat thrives and yields well. The av- 
erage for the valley is some thirty bushels 
per acre. Both spring and fall varieties do 
well and the product is ground locally by 
two mills and is used by the people here. 
Oats and barley yield equally as well as 
wheat, the former being used extensivly as 
a feed for young stock and the latter for 
hogs in combination with corn. 

Both sweet and Irish -potatoes are grown, 
the former, however, only for home use 
Some 500 to 1000 acres of Irish potatoes are 
grown annually, these being mostly of the 
‘Russet variety. Inyo Russets, when avail- 
able, sell higher on the Los Angeles market 
than any other variety. A carload of seed is 
shipped from Washington this year,

Irish potatoes yield from twelve to fifteen 
tons per acre. The total return from 
tables, mostly Irish potatoes, is about §75,- 
000 annually. 

The real fruit possibilities of Owens Val- 
ley have not yet been unfolded. There are 
some 1000 acres of apples, mostly Winesaps, 
with some Delicious, White Winter Per- 


— Belifiowers, Newtown Pippins and 


Rome Beauties. Some trees in the Valley are 
now forty years old, and still hale and 
hearty and fine producers. The tendency at 
present is to standardize on one variety of 
red apple, Winesaps. They are beautifully. 
colored, delicious to eat and excellent 
yielders. 


Pears are beginning to come into the lime- 
light and finding popularity. There are 
‘| nearly 500 acres of bearing trees, and about 
that many acres recently planted. There 
are a few small blocks of pears varying 
from one half to two acres, that are thirty 
to forty years old. One owner recently told 
me that there has not been a crop failure on 
his place in twenty-two years up to the late 


freeze last year. He had two trees planted | 


close together and intergrown that have 
yielded over a ton of fruit. The varieties 
most popular and the best producers are the 
Summer Bartlett and the Winter Nellis in- 
terplanted for cross-pollination. The Inyo 
County Farm Bureau is this year inaugurat- 
ing apple and pear contests, allowing 80 
per cent for production, 10. per cent for the 
quality of the fruit, and 10 per cent for the 
condition of the orchard after picking. This 
should furnish some accurate data as to the 
actual production and returns from both ap- 
ples and pears, as well as lend encourage- 
— to — just getting into the fruit in- 
ustry. 


Grapes do very well in the valley, there 
being some 500 acres producing. All varieties 
seem to be ‘thriving, and to my surprise, 
this has been the first place in California 
where the Concord has apparently proven 
as luscious and productive as in the East. 
Malagas, Tokays, Muscats, Thompson 
Seediess and a number of other varieties 
abound. Small fruits, such as everbearing 
Strawberries, raspberries, currants and 
gooseberries do very well and are found in 
every farm home garden. Peaches and apri- 
cots, plums and cherries are not grown for 
commercial use, but are produced in quanti- 
ties sufficient for Owens Valley's needs. 


English walnuts are at present quite popu- | 


lar in the minds of a number of land own- 
ers. There are some trees here from twenty 
to thirty years old, that are always produc- 
tive and which yield quality nuts. They 
were all grafted on the original black wal- 
nut root. Black walnuts abound every- 
where. 


LIVESTOCK INDUSTRY. 


-The largest of the stock industries is that 


of beef cattle. There are some 25,000 to 
25,000 head of beef cattle in Owens Valley. 
Ever since the earliest days, the grazing 
of cattle has been a popular industry. A 
large number of these are grazed in the Se 
quoia National Forest to the west of the 


valley in the summer time. They are win 


tered on alfalfa and corn silage. The popu- 
lar breeds are Herefords and Shorthorns. 
Several stockmen have gone- in for pure 
breds, and good bulls are supplied to the 
stockmen. The ranging law compels every- 
body to have pure-bred males on the Na- 
tional Forest grazing meadows. 

Sheep ure equally popular with the beef 
animals, and are used to “follow” up with 
on the range after the cattle. Large bands 
of sheep are herded up from Bakersfield and 
the south every spring, and herded back 
again in the full and fattened before ship- 
piag. The wool industry of Inyo county 
amounts to from $75,000 to $100,000 an- 
nually. 

Dairy cattle have not heen o prominent 
in the past but are gaining in popularity. 
Since there is not room for grazing all of the 
25,000 head of beef cattle on the National 
Forest in the summer and some have to be 
grazed at home, many believe it might be as 
well and more protitable to convert this 
grazing to dairy cattle and thus get some 
returns continuously. There is only one 
creamery in the valley at present, at Bishop, 
and it is owned co-operatively by the datry- 
men. A cow testing association is building 
up the dairy herds at present, and a number 


of pure-bred sires, Ayrshires, Guernseys, 
Holsteins and Jerseys, are doing their part 
in building up the dairy industry. Butter is 
considerably cheaper and easier to ship than 
beef or hay, particularly in view of the fact 
that everything is Barrow-gagued to the 
southern end of the valley, whence it goes 
to Los Angeles on the standard railroad. 
Hogs are found on almost every farm and 
especially where there ts a dairy. Some 
$100,000 worth of pork is produced annual- 
ly. The Duroc-Jersey is most popular, al- 
though some Chester Whites and Poland 


Chinas are to be found.

He is selling 
the certified milk for 7 cents a quart more 
than the regular raw milk and while he 
says that the extra cost of handling it real- 
ly exceeds that figure, he declares that the 
department was not designed to make 
money but to provide an absolutely pure 
milk for invalids and children. The dairy 
is one of the best equipped in Southern 
California and every safeguard known to 
science is used there, according to Mr. Ger- 
ber.

Just a word about bulls. The reproduc 
tion in the average herd of thoroughbreds 
brings about 10 per cent super animals, 60 
per cent of No. 1 specimens, and 40 per 
cent which should be used for beef pur- 
poses. Therefore, in purchasing bulls the 
producer must be sure of the breeding, 
then pick his individuals to build up that 
quality which his herd lacks. He must 
bear in mind that standard range cattle 
of today were built up by the reproduc 
tion of individuals of the best type.

At the present time, however, the War 
Finance Corporation is temporarily func 
tioning to the benefit of the cattlemen in 
an endeavor to tide over the period of dis- 
ruption following the war. Under the 
stress of war, the government possibly 
was obliged to promote policies that have 
resulted in hardships to the stockman, 
and, in some cases, in disaster. Be that 
as it may, the government is now doing 
a wonderful work. It is loaning money 
for a period of one year, with privilege of 
renewal to all are worthy, and the asso- 
ciation’ is already seeking an extension of 
two additional years. At the same time, 
association representatives are even now 
in Washington endeavoring to procure 
equal financial rights with exporters and 
others who are government ad- 
vancement. 


In time the work of the War Finance 
Corporation will cease, and in the mean- 
time machinery should be installed by the 
cattlemen themselves to carry on the 
work of this organization. But to instal) 
such machinery and to finance ourselves, 
the industry must be truly systematized. 
Co-operation must be efficient to be of 
value. 

Any one who buys on a low market and 
sells on a high market can work alone, 
but that is only a lucky point in the op- 
eration of business life and does not tend 
toward the stabilization of the industry. 
We must be able, through co-operation, to 
eid in the carrying of our own load just 
as the raisin growers and the citrus grow- 
ers of California have turned their past 
failures into present success. 


What is the real situation? 


Banks and loan companies have done 
their share in carrying heavy loads. True 
it is that many have been increasing both 
their own burden and that of the cattle 
man in endeavoring to bring both ashore 
through rough water. 

Banking laws regulate bank operation. 
When banks cannot fulfill obligations they 
are forced to close their doors. They are 
the pulse of the financial system. They 
handle the paper of loan companies. When 
they cease to do so, loan companies cease 
to operate. Most banks have had sad ex- 
perience with cattle paper. It is up to all 
of us to rectify this feeling against our in- 
dustry. 

I sincerely believe that bankers must 
be a part of some suitable machinery set 
up to finance our industry. The commer- 
eial banks handle liquid transactions. 
This continual turnover enables them to 
assist all worthy producers in all walks 
of in 

Bankers must not apportion too great a 
part of the public credit to any given in- 
dustry. Many borrowers ot large amounts 
carry a commercial account of important 
size or leave on deposit with the bank 
from 10 to 20 per cent of the amount bor- 
rowed. It large concerns issue notes and 
sel] them, they are sold through brokers | 
and these brokers charge a commission 
tor the this explanation to | 
prove that other producters pay in propor- 
tion to the cowman for their borrowed 
money. 

The cow man is a producer. His busi- 
ness is never ending. He is married to 
it, no matter how future prospects de- 

: he can never slacken his efforts. | 
Therefore, it is most essential that he be 
assured of a just return. As a rule, we in 
the livestock industry are poor detail 
business men. Our business is done a 
great deal on verbal agreement, and a 
vest-pocket notebook is our usual set of 
books. If we are extended a loan, we take 
it all. For doing this we are required 
justly to pay more than 6 per cent, which 
in the aggregate equals what others are 
paying. We have been giving chattel 
mortgages on stock cattle—six months’ 
paper—with the verbal promise of re- 


‘| newal. 


Stock cattle paper is not commercial 
paper because when drawn we know it 
will not be liquidated within the six 


months. If financial panics arise, the ver- 
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mt systems of disposing of them differT 
im most sections. We have no uniform 
method of operating. Many of us cannot 
show our security. We do not keep ac 
curate records of our business. Rumor 
may state that we are overstocked, and 
we cannot disprove this except during the 
best feed season of the year. With all of 
these handicaps, we must interview the 
banker. We want assistance, and we must 
have it to continue. 


We should and must be the men to set 
up the proper machinery of financing. If 
it takes one year to get a steer and three 
years is his average life, and it takes a 
year in advance to prepare for efficient 
operation, it will take at least four to five 
years to operate successfully.
